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Altman wins election, 
Roberts, Kirk in runoff 


Belle Glade City Commissioner Tom Altman 
won a landslide victory in his bid for re-election 
Tuesday and Commissioner Ralph Kirk hung onto 
just enough votes to force two-time opponent Jerry 
Robert into a runoff next Tuesday. 

Roberts built a huge plurality in the Group II 
race as he accumulated 1,058 of the 2,397 votes cast 
in the race. ` Kirk picked up 650 votes and 
first-time-out candidates Roe Steele and David Day 
drew 486 and 203 votes respectively. 

In the Group I race, Altman beat E. R 
"Skipper" Bowles by a score of 1,038-613. Bowles 
was the third of six candidates in the city election 
who has never run for political office before. 

Roberts ran against Kirk two years ago in an 
election he was first reported to have won, only to 
find out 25 hours later he had lost. The difference 
was given in the way the machines were read at the 
time the polls had closed. Kirk picked up 300 more 
votes in the second reading. That was Roberts’ first 
attempt to seek political office. 

Roberts seemed somewhat pleased Tuesday 
night after the votes had been balloted but admitted 
he, “would have been happier with a couple hundred 
more votes 

Roberts needed another 281 votes to win a 
majority vote and avoid the runoff. His opponents 
amassed a total of 1,339 votes. 

Interestingly, a total of 123 voters who went 
into the machines failed to cast ballots in the Group. 
11 race..but 869 of those voters failed to make a 
choice in the Group I race between Altman and 
Bowles. 

Including the 53 absentee ballots read off after 
the machines were totalled, 2,520 Belle Glade voters 
took part in the election, 55.3 per cent of the 4,557 
registered voters in the city 

In the Altman-Bowles race 


the major issues 


seemed to have been Bowles’ criticism of the 
commission's hiring of former City Manager George 
Knoblock as a consultant and Bowles’ contention 
the commissioners. should work more closely 
together as opposed to Altman's view that open 
debate of the issues is better. 

“1 want to say," Altman said later, "that 
Skipper Bowles is very much a gentleman and he 
ran an outstanding race. I look forward to his help 
to accomplish some of the goals we both would like 
to see accomplished in Belle Glade.” 

“I'm very happy with how I did," Bowles said, 
"considering the fact this was my first political 
race. Wait'll next year," he added, indicating he 
will run for election again in that election 

Should Bowles decide to run next year, it would 
be for a borough representative seat rather than the 
at-large seat he attempted to dislodge Atlman from 
Bowles lives in the borough now represented by 
Aubrey Farmer. 

In the Group II race, Roberts has expressed his 
concern with a number of social problems, including 
housing, recreation and water and sewer. He said 
he felt his youth would also be an asset by 
providing representation from that portion of the 
population. 

Kirk has run a campaign based on his experience 
and has stressed the need for planned growth an 
has recognized problem areas in water and sewer. 
recreation and streets 

Altman will begin his second term as a city 
commissioner when he is sworn in at the city 
commission meeting taking place on or about Oct 
1, along with the winner of the runoff next Tuesday 

Should Kirk win that runoff, he will begin his 
fourth two-year term. If Roberts wins, he will begin 
his first and the commiss:on will begin its first 
session with two black members.

Fishy story 


It's beginning to look like the script for 
construction of a new city marina by the Flood 
Control District was written by Franz Kafka.

Couched in everyday, garden variety language, 
that means the “fingers” of water and land meanto 
to connect the camping sites with the lake are 
designed too deep for the fish to survive at the very 
bottom of the channels. 

This is most interesting as it probably reveals 
the thought processes of the DER bureaucrats 
better than many other statements of policy they 
could make. 

What they're saying is that it isn't important to 
be able to pull boats.up to the camp sites if that 
interferes with a possible living space for the fish 
occupying the lake. After all, there are only 760 
square miles of water for the fish to inhabit. 

Now, those channels were to have been dug an 
astounding seven feet deep. What we've been 
trying to figure out here at The Herald is how fish 
could have survived so long in other lakes, streams, 
ponds and rivers around the world when those 
bodies of water were more than seven feet deep. 
Some of those bodies of water were even more than 
eighi feet deep..like* the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans, 

At any rate, the FCD says it will continue with 
plans, altered to fit the demands of the ecoholics. 

But it still may be appropriate to write Mr.

This time of year is the 
time to begin our fall 
gardens and there are a lot 
of problems that many 
people encounter because of 
their failure to follow a basic 
guide їп setting up а 
vegetable garden. 

The first step is to select 
the proper site. Most 
vegetables do very poorly in 
shaded areas and so for best 
results the garden should 
always be in a sunny 
location, preferably all day 
sun. If you are faced with a 
choice between morning sun 
ог afternoon sun, morning 
sun would be better.

AMBOY, N.J., Sept. 11, 1776 -- Just across the 
water on Staten Island, Admiral Lord Richard 
Howe today attempted to persuade three influential 
“private gentlemen" to help return America to its 
i & obedience to King George. He failed. 

The “private gentlemen” were Benjamin 
Pennsylvania, John Adams of 
Massachusetts & Benjamin Rutledge of South 
Carolina — all delegates to the Congress at 
Philadelphia but meeting privately; with Howe at 
his request. 

“I feel for America as for a brother,” Hewe said. 
“And if America should fall, I should feel it & 
lament it like the loss of a brother." 

With'an easy air, a bow, a smile & all the naivete 
that sometimes appears in his conversation, Dr. 
Franklin replied: “Му Lord, we will do our utmost 
endeavors to save your Lordship that 
mortification.” 

The meeting took place at the Billop mansion. 
The three Americans, transported from here on his 
Lordship's barge, were received by Howe at the 
landing. At Mr. Adams’ insistence, the Americans 
crossed with a British officer that Howe had 
provided as hostage for their safe conduct. 

Seeing the officer return with the party, Howe 
declared, "Gentlemen, you make me a very high 
compliment.” 


A guard of honor formed two rows as the 
Americans walked between them to the door. 

"We walked up to the house between lines of 
guards of grenadiers, looking as fierce as ten furies 
& making all the grimaces & gestures & motions of 
their muskets with bayonets fixed — which I 
suppose military etiquette requires but which we 
neither understood nor. regarded," reports Mr. 
Adams. 


When Howe opened the interview by reminding 
his visitors that he could no treat with them as # 
committee of the Congress, Adams snapped, “Your 
Lordship may consider me in what light you please. 
Indeed, I should: be willing to consider myself, for a 
few moments, in any character which would be 
agreeable to your Lordship — except that of a 
British subject.” 

Turning to Franklin & Rutledge, Howe observed 
solemnly, "Mr. Adams is a decided character.”

NEW YORK CITY, Sept. 7, 1776 A 
remarkable underwater machine has failed in an 
attack on Admiral Richard*Howe's 64-gun flagship 
Eagle at anchor here in the harbour. 

The ingenious one-man sub-marine device, 
invented by a 36-year-old Connecticut farmer who 
was last year graduated from Yale College, has 
returned safely to its mooring here on the southern 
tip of Manhattan at Whitehall Battery. 


Minutes after David Bushnell’s sub-marine 
Turtle returned, a tremendous explosion sent a 
column of water skyward in the harbour. 
Unfortunately, it was nowhere near the Eagle, 

The underwater machine, about 6x7 feet in size, 
is made of oak & looks somewhat like a turtle — 
except that it floats vertically, sharp sides fore & 
after. Bushnell has designed it to deliver. an 
undérwater mine or "torpedo" which the Turtle 
operator attaches to the hull of a ship. An amazing 
apparatus allows the 150-pound charge to be 
attached by a screw in the wooden bottom of an 
enemy ship & later detonated by an automatic 
clockwork mechanism. 

Bushnell's sub-marine can submerge (for half an 
hour) & maneuver.- Unfortunately, a new pilot, Sgt. 
Ezra Lee, was hastily trained for the Eagle mission 
when Bushnell’s 29-year-old brother Ezra, the 
regular pilot, was stricken with a fever.

| Commodity Corner

Sugar 5 

Unexpected offerings of sugar in the world 
market and larger than expected tenders kept board 
prices on the defensive. Large increases in world 
cane sugar output for 1976-77 may add up to 3 
million tons, depending on beet production, to world 
carryover stocks from the 1975-76 season. With 
such a large buildup in world reserves, bull market 
possibilities appear remote at present unless 
producer countries can develop new international 
sugar agreements in the hope of shoring up prices 
Though historical lows appear cheap, after 
considering the “relatively” high prices of recent 
years, they are not unattainable. But, we would not 
suspect values to fall too much below the average 
world cost of production which has been generally 
estimated at about 10-12 cents/lb. The trend is 
down and we expect rallies to encounter resistance 
1200-13.00 cents/lb. basis March. 


Soybean Complex 

The USDA crop production report will be 
released on Friday September 10th, and it should 
give us the answer to a very erratic August weather 
pattern which favored Some areas of the corn and 
bean belt while contributing to deterioration of the 
crop in others. As a result, the market was 
anticipating a reduction of anywhere from 20 million 
to perhaps 100 million bushels below the August 
estimate of 1.344 billion bushels. Judging from 
comments we have heard, the larger reduction 
represents an extreme. Despie some semi-official 
comments which suggested that the soybean 
outturn might well fall close to or below 1.3 billion 
bushels, those who are bearishly inclined persisted 
in their negative view towards the price outlook by 
arguing that falling demand. would ultimately 
deflate the bull argument. Nevertheless, the 
soybean complex remained very much alive in the 
week under review as new highs for the recovery 
move were scored in soybean oil, soybeans, and 
forward months of meal. Contrary to rumor, the 
USSR has not as yet cancelled any grain 
purchases. Instead, an additional purchase of 
wheat was announced early in the week. Also, he 
Cacex director in Brazil announced that soybean 
traiding for this year is effectively closed since 
export quotas of beans in bean form, meal and oil, 
set at the beginning of this year's trading, have 
been almost fulfilled.

We continue to feel 
that the fundamentals in the soybean complex favor 
the long.

The National Corn Growers Association 
estimated the crop. at slightly below 5.6 billion 
bushels, and while mást observers, including many 
who are bullishly inclined, considered the estimate 
an exaggeration on tlié low side, it nevertheless 
provided the market with a psybhological edge 
sufficient to mount overhanging resistance and test 
the area of contract highs. The reduction of almost 
600 million bushels from the USDA's August 
forecast was extreme as far as many traders were 
concerned, but it supplied food for thought, for even 
a reduction of one half that amount would shift the 


corn statistics to a rather tight balance. Given ап 1 


unfavorable September growing period, an early 
freeze, or another large export order, and the supply 
and demand situation would be much too close for 
comfort.

Meat Markets 

Labor problems are impacting more on pork 
prices than beef. as live hog prices were pressured 
when marketings increased to beat a possible 
cutters strike and demand weakenrd as some plants 
closed. Since the majority of packing firms 
continue operations slaughter was large and for the 
week ended 9/4/76 it was up 33% from year earlier 
levels. Futures discount to cash makes the market 
adequately prices at present but $3.00 bushel corn 
could reduce increases in farrowing expectations 
and increase near term marketings. Cattle futures 
held in a narrow range as the futures premium to 
cash limits demand and anticipaion of improvement 
stifles selling. Live weights have fallen moderately 
but slaughter is 12% above last year and beef 
production up 
ended 9/4/76. A significant tightening of supply 
not believed for some time as cow slaughter remai 
a large percentage of the total and grass fed cattle 
are expected to increase. We would go short 
nber live cattle and December live hogs on 
50-75 point rallies once they have closed in neu 
contract lows which would be below 41.85 for cattle 
and 36.07 for hogs utilizing 150 point stop 
protection from point of entry.
